Occupied By This Country 


_ Of all the great agricultural coun- 
tries in the world, Canada easily 
stands first today as regards ratlo of 
increase in production in the past 
twenty-five-year period. Many coun- 
tries in 1900 produced very much 


larger amounts of cereals and forage! 


crops and had a very much larger pop- 
ulation» of the domestic animals, 
horses, cattle, sheep, swine, poultry, 
than had Canada. Today, however, 
very few countries indeed produce 
‘greater quaritities of most crops and} 
hone exports more of at least oe} 
cereal, wheat, than does Canada. 

It would be too laborious a task to 
set down all the figures Indicative ot 
the different crops produced in the 
many different countries of this 
planet to firmly establish this fact, but 
# glance at a few facts illustrative of 
Canada’s progress as a producer ot 
wheat, oats, barley and other crops, | 
and asa livestock country, will be ot 
interest to all concerned with Can. ' 
ada’s development. / 

Wheat has long been known as tho’ 
most Important of Canada’s cereal 
crops, and it fs in the production of 
Unis crop that the most striking pro’ 
Gress is noticeable In the just complet — 
ed quarter of a century. To iilus- 
trate this point, in 1900 Canada-had a 
wheat aren of about 4,225,000 acres, 
which yielded her a crop of arotind 56,- | 
000,000 bushels, worth amout $37,000,-° 
000, while in 1925 her area in wheat’ 
has been about 22,000,000 acres, with 
an estimated yield of around 400,000,- | 
000 bushels, worth say  $45v,000,000. | 
This shows «an increase of over 300 
per cent, in area, of over 600 per cent. | 
in yield, and of over 1,100 per cent. fn 
value—a truiy startling record. 

In conclusion it may be sald without 
danger of exaggeration that Canada’s | 
field and- garden crops in 1925 are well 
over the $1.000,000,000 mark, a figure 
never hcretofore approximated and one | 
of watch we, as a young and as yet} 
largely undeveloped country, may well | 
be proud. To this if- we add the 
value of our livestock products for the 
year, which may quite conservatively 
be estimated at around $500,000,000, 
we should have a grand total of around 
one and one-half million dollars, drawn | 
from the farms of this country.

Turkeys should not be inbred. Mr, 
A. G. Taylor, of the poultry division, | 
Dominion experimental farms, says in 
his bulletin on “The Care and Manage- 
ment of Turkeys,” that in mating, the 
males should be unrelated to the 
females. Welt matured birda of good 
constitution and vigor should be chos- 
en for breeding. Small birds should 
not be retained as progenitors, but it 


fs not .mecessary that the largest 
should be chosen. Goed bone is a, 
necessity. Breeding turkeys, says! 


Mr. Taylor, should not be confined to 
houses during tie winter, but should , 
be allowed to roam during the day. 
At night the only shelter required 1s 
a straw barn or closedin shed, any 
building that will not admit raion or 
snow being suilable. During the win- 
ter, byeeding turkeys should recefve 
limited rations, as otherwise a tend 
ency to over fatness will be manifest. 
Hard grains are preferable to mash 
or ground grain in feeding. Equal 
parts of oats, wheat and buckwheat 
are suitable during the cold months, ; 
but in spring the buckwheat should be 
discontinued. Once daily in the win- 
ter is often enough to feed. The 
grain should be scattered in a litter 
(the threshing floor in the barn is a 
good place) and the birds allowed some 
exercise in seratching for it, Grit and 
oyster shell should be placed where 
the turkeys can help. themselves. 
Clean water should be provided once 
a day, Turkeys should be wintered 
where they are expected to lay In the 
epring.

During the year ending March 31, 
1925, 53,661 store cattle were shipped 
to Great Britain compared with 28,500 
the previous year.

Cultivation Of Alfalfa 


Only Canadian.Grown Alfalfa Seed 
Should Be Used 

The most profitable farm crop on 
the experimental farm Is undoubtedly 
alfalfa, remarks the Dominion field 
husbandman, who in his annual report 
tells of the methods pursued there in 
sowing and cultivation. It has done 
well both on sandy soil and heavy clay. 
Good natural drainage is necessary for 
success with alfalfa says Mr. E. 8. 
Hopkins, the husbandman. The soil 
should not be acid or sour’. The most 
economical method of trying this crop 
is to include a few pounds of the al- 
falfa seed along with the regular hay 
mixture. Only Canadian-grown al- 
falfa seed should be used, ‘as tho crop 
resulting from seed produced in south- 
ern countries will be killed out in sev- 
ere winters. On land ‘that has not 
grown alfalfa or sweet clover previous- 
ly the alfalfa seed should be inoculat- 
Care should be taken to clean 
the field of weeds, especially couch 
grass, before seceding. If it is dn- 
tended to leave a field in alfalfa for a 
number of years, which has not pre- 
viously grown this crop, continues Mr. 
Hopkins, it would be wise to grow on 
it a mixed hay crop, Including alfalfa, 
first and then, at some later period, | 
seed to alfalfn. In any ease {it Js 
wise to add a few pounds of timothy | 
seed to fill in any low spots In the! 
field in which the alfalfa might get 
killed. Five pounds of timothy te! 
fifteen pounds of alfalfa will serve. | 
While the chofce {s not important as | 
a rule, barley is preferable as a nurse 
crop to Oats or wheat. At the ex- 
perimental farm in Ottawa it Is cus- 
tomary to seed down with oats.

be erlbbed as shown in a drawing in a 
pamphiet on the “Storage of Ice,” pub- | 
lished by the dairy and cold storage | 
branch at Ottawa, and available at the | 
publications branch in that city, to) 
present the walls from falling in. It 
is essential that the earth in the bot- 
tom of the well should be dry and por- 
ous, or that drainage be provided’ to 
allow the water resulting from the 
ice melting to pass away. A shed, 
with a roof that can be removed to 
allow the water to be poured in for 
freezing should be constructed over 
the well. In filling the well put in| 
four to six inches of water at a time, 
and allow it to freeze solid before add- 
ing more, until the ice reaches within 
three of four feet from the top.

Sweet clover has become the most 
popular legume {n Manitoba; its value 
as a soll builder has been definttety 
proven; it fits well into the common 
rotation system of Manitoba; it can 
be depended upon for good ylelds of 
hay under almost any conditions of 
soll and climate; as a pasture sweet 
clover has a carrying capacity un- 
equalled by most crops; it is an abun- 
dant seed producer; Arctic sweet cloy- 
er has been recognized as a standard 
variety and has given favorable re- 
sults; sweet clover can be made into 
silage, but is apt to become slimy un- 
less care is taken to reduce the mols- 
ture by further maturity or mixing 
with some dry roughage; early seed- 
ing is recommended; when a nurse 
crop is used 10 to 15 pounds of clover 
seed per acre Is a satisfactory rate of 
seeding; shallow seeding ts preferable, 
provided the seed bed is mellow ana 
firm; seeding with nurse crop at 
slightly less than the normal rate Is 
most economical; cutting the crop In 
the early bud stage, leaving a four or 
five-inch stubble will make the most 
palatable hay and allow for a second 
growth; harvesting with the binder 
and curing in the sheaf will preserve 
the maximum amount of leaves and 
reduce the cost of handling the crop;
